Let us see "the pit from 
which we were digged." The war for the 
Union waa one of the greatest struggles 
that ever divided any nation. It came 
upon a peaceful peopla, one unused to 
battle and conflict. 
It came upon a Na- 


tion without a standing armv, without 
Fiorea of the munitions of war, without 
navies sweeping every sea. It burst in 
all if 8 fury on men who were busy at work 
In the fields, tbo mines, the manufactor- 
ies and tlie shops of trade and commerce. 
It catled two millions of them into the 
service and of them but few had ever 
been a hundred miles from the scenes 
amidst wbich they were born. 
This col- 


loesal struggle lasted fonr yeara. During 
that period these soldiers traversed almost 
every part of the Southern aud border 
States. They marched thousands of miles. 
They endured almost every variety of 
climate. They suffered from lack of food 
and clothing. Disease preyed upon their 
ranks. Tbey fel 1 in glorious battle, or 
were left wounded and torn, racked with 
disease, hastened to premature graves or 
doomed to go through life handicapped in 
all ita pursuits. They suffered in prisons, 
aoove whose grim gates might have bepn 
inscribed, "Abandon hope all ye who en- 
ter here." 


For four yeara this lasted. At home 


were all whom they held dear. Through- 
out this whole country there was scarcely 
a home in which sorrow and anxiety were 
not constant guests. 
Death cast ita dark 


shadow beneath tons of thousands of roof 
trees, 
All over the land there was the 


s-mnd of "Rachel weeping for her children 
a;:d refusing to be comforted." 
Only He 


who keepsth our tears as in a bottle knows 
the crue! weight of woe and anguish wbich 
bowed this people down. 
Even yet, 


nearly two score years after the battle 
Hag a were furled there a^d gray haired 
mothers and fathers who in the solitari- 
ness of old age mourne the nnreturning 
orave. Time, with all its solace, has no 
balm for their grief. 


It is useless to decry the bravery or 


fortitude of any people. Courage is not a 
characteristic of any one race or nation. 
The lowest iu the scale of humanity will 
tight for their homes or native laud. We 
have no monopoly of patriotism. His- 
tory's pages are aglow with the gallant 
deeds of mankind lighting for tbeir liber- 
ties, or even in a c.tuse which could not 
command the approbation of an enlight- 
ened judgment. 
Still, I think it can be 


trLuhiully said that never in all the an- 
nals of time were there such armies as- 
sembled ye those which fought from 18t>l 
to J Su'o. Leaving out of tho question their 
achievements, dismissing from a calm 
consideration of the matter all that they 
suffered aud endured, let us look at the 
Union armies aa they have appeared since 
the COL flic t ended. 
Armies, which after 


four year of the license of the camps, and 
che harduuuig influences of war, quietly 
disbanded and without any disarrangement 
' the ordinary affairs of the country went 


back to their lives as they had laid them 
down four years before and performed the 
duties of citizenship with credit to tbern- 


s aud to their Nation, are not found 


m the records of mankind. Remarkable 
armies they must have been, remarkable 
beyond all comparison. In those armies, 
not alone as generals and officers of other 
rank, but also as privates, carrying tbe 
uusket, obeying the commands of others, 
there were men who have siuce tilled 
eve: y station iu civil life. 
Presidents, 


Cabinet oUlcers, Judges of the highest 


urte in the lauds, Senators and Repre- 


sentatives in Congress, law makers in 
every state, ininiatera, teachers, scientists, 
authors, inventors, physicians, business 
men, tarruerg and mechanics, there is no 
evocation in life, no station, not even the 
lugaett, in which tbe soldiers of the 
Union luu-e not played themoet honorable 
p.ii la aud in civil iile rendered their coun- 
fry service aa great and glorious as they 
d.d when arrayed in military trappings. 


Surely, such armies must have been ir- 


resi itible. They were not mere hirelings. 
They were not paid mercenaries. 
They 


weru the American people in arma. 
It 


waa more than a mere army in tbe com- 
mon acceptation of the term. 
It was the 


people acting in one of their sovereign 
capacities. Taey vveie soldiers and citi- 
zens at the same time. They fought and 
;Le> thought. On the very field of battle 
they used both bullets and ballots. The 
result of elections depended upou the 
exercise of their citizenship. Truly they 
were "of the people, by the people and 
for tlie people." Gan any one now meas- 
ure the een&e of deep responibility which 
rested upon these men. The doubtful 
contest in all its phases was known to 
them. They were not content alone with 
knowing the things which merely trans- 
pired around them, important as they 
were in every part of the struggle. They 
vuucht d aud judged policies aa well as 
movement.! upou tho Held. They parsed 
judgment upon leaders; they criticized, 
appioved or condemned the actions of the 
President and of Congress. At all times 
they were citizeub, citizens in arms, it is 
true, but none the less citizens. 


with his life, offered iu a worthy cause. 
The proudest monument upon this field 
is no prouder than those littlo sfconea 
which mark the last resting places of the 
unknown dead. 
Their identity perished 


with them, but God knows them and in 
the book of His eternal remembrance 
their names are written. Pathetic beyond 
all comparison ia tbe grave of a aofdier of 
whom nothing is known except that he 
was a soldier and gave his life for bis 
country. "Snnt lachrynia reruni," there 
are tears of things, and they have fallen 
here, rude atones upon this bloodstained 
turt, in memory of the unknown dead. 


The soldiers of the Union, the grand 


armies ol the Republic; hosta led by 
Grant and Meade and Sheridan and Sher- 
man and Hancock and Thomas, when 
shall their glory fade? 
Braver men, bet- 


ter men; truer men, never marched and 
fought in -any land or under any sun. 
Good and bad there were among them, 
men who made mistakes, men who some- 
times failed to attain to the higher ideala 
of humanity, perhaps, but, taaen all in 
all. judged by the standard of what they 
dared and what they did, what they have 
accomplished since, it waa the grandest 
army that ever went to war. 


And now for most of them the ana is 


sinking towarda the West 
The shadows 


of life's declining day gather along their 
pathway. The broken ranks are thinning 
at the summons of Him who sends to ev- 
ery man a call which none can evade, let 
it come amid the mad rush of battle or in 
thepeacefulnees of the home, with loved 
ones near to pay the last offices of affec- 
tion and sorrow. Xhere are those here 
who shall witness the day when the grand 
armies of the American Republic shall 
have been mustered out forever. 


Their names may fade fion the mem- 


ory of men. 
The stately monuments 


which mark this field may fall before the 
crumbling touch of time, but so long as 
the American people are animated by the 
patriotic spirit which fired the hearts of 
the soldiers of the Union, the result of 
their heroic achievements shall stand as 
a beacon light to the world. The heritage 
which they won for poaterity can be held 
only by men imbued with their high 
spirit. Only those who are at to keep 
shall keep. 


Standing aa we stand to-day between 


the living and the dead there cornea to 
each of us a call to duty which no lover 
ol hia country can refuse to heed. "With 
a great aum" waa this freedom and thie 
Union purchased for us, Amid the great 
questions pressing upon us for solution 
there never was a time when American 
citizens had more sacred duties to per- 
form than now present themselves. .Let 
us each humbly seek a new baptism of 
patriotism and, animated by the examole 
set UB by the men, Jiving and dead, whom 
we honor to-day, let us "highly resolve 
that this government of the people, by 
the people, and for the people, shall no't 
perish from the earth."

Surely, every American 


hns reason to thaufe God and take cour- 
age as he contemplates hie country, the 
institutions and conditions amidst "which 
his lot is cast.

generation feel that its lines have fallen 
m pleasant places.

All aloug that 
weary road fruml^Lili Run to Appomattox, 
marked by the bloody milestones at Au- 
tietam, Fair Oiks, Malvern Hill, Cnan- 
ceiloraville, Kredericksburg, 
Vicksburg, 


Sbiloh, CliickamaLiga, Wilderness, Spott- 
sylvania, Petersburg arid a hundred other 
hard fought fields, these men struggled on 
to final victory. No dangerdaunted them; 
no hardship weakened uieir devotion; de- 
feat could uot discourage them; an eter- 
nal, unbroken, undivided and iudivisable 
Union was the goal towards which they 
struggled and upou the altar of their 
cause they poured out the full measure of 
patriotism and devotion. 


Perhaps in the flight of years the recol- 


lu evtry great conflict there comes a 


critical hour, a time when the final result 
is in doubt. To the people of the United 
States io their great struggle that crisis 
came on this fateful field. 
The Union 


here hung in the doubtful ba'ance.

would then have presented themselves. 
N"o man can say what might have been, 
but all can agree that the consequences of 
defeat at this battle would have been so 
Ear reaching ap to change the destinies of 
this Nation. To theorize as to the results 
had the Union been dissolved would be 
futile. 
No one can measure them save by 


consiijering what we now possess and en- 
joy. 
We know what this .Nation now is, 


its greatneess, its glory, its beneficial in- 
fluences, not only to ourselves, but to all 
one world, but we can only guess wnat 
conditions would be had thet-e been loat 
to us. 
What the last third of a century 


would have brought to this people had the 
Union been destroyed lies within the 
boundless limits of conjecture. 
Evils, 


many and great, there muat have come, 
but how many and bow great, how wide- 
spread and deep-rooted, is a question so 
vast in its possibilities that it ie better to 
forget it in thankfulness that the right 
prevailed. 
Upon this scene around us in 


those three eventful days, the fate of un- 
born minions hung in the doubtful balance 
ot war. If ue believe that (-tod directly 
interposes in the affairs of men we cannot 
escape the conviction that here He laid 
tlis tiaud on the scales and gave the vic- 
tory to His own glory and the welfare of 
mankind in all times to come. 


We have heard much since the war end- 


ed of ita great cost, of the vast dfibt it 
entailed, of the interest paid on bonds, 
and of the sums expended for pensions. 
Vast, indeed, was that coat, heavy the 
drain upon the Nation. But it is a Bum 
easily computed. 
A schoolboy with a 


pencil and a sheet of paper can readily 
tell us to the most iufinitesmal fraction. 
When done it tells no etory save one of 
mere dollars and cents. 


There is another question of cost, one 


which no arithmetic can compute, whose 
sum is one of tbe secrets of eternity. 
Who can number the mothers' tears, the 
widows* cries, the orphans' lamentations? 
Who can count the heart-throbs, the 
weary days, the sleepless nights, the an- 
guish of tuubo who watched and waited 
for loved ones who never returned? 
What 


arithmetic can caat up the toils of the 
marcn, the nights passed upon the frozen 
ground, the slow agony of the comfortless 
hospital, the tortures of the wounded, the 
horrors of the prison, the privations and 
disappointments 
consequent upon 
the 


empty bleeve, the amputated leg, the 
shattered frame? 
Who shall compute 


the va.ueof the precious bloodapilled here 
and on a thousand other fields of slaugh- 
ter? Who can tell to you and to me the 
cost of tilling these untimely grave that 
dot thb scene around ua? 


The greatest cost of war, that which no 


man can measure, ia the cost in human 
buffering and human life. 
Compared with 


that the other cost ia as duet m the bal- 
ance. 
War, and especially was thia true 


of the war for the Union, roba a country 
of its bravest and ita best. Judge thoae 
who perish by the test which those who 
survive have passed. Think of the works 
the latter have done, the deeds they have 
accomplished, the honors they have won, 
and then reflect upon what those who 
died might have done and accomplished 
and won had the opportunity beentheira. 
Are there uot as uoulo hearts, as brilliant 
minds, aa cunning hand hidden within 
those silent tombs? Were there not holy 
hopes, pure aspiration"., noble ambitions 
and glorious possibilities buried within 
those grass grown graves. 


For their comrades there was another 


chance, but for them life with all that it 
held was forever ended. Eveiy soldier's 
tomb is a sacred shrine, and the silent

Bishop Shanahan Of Harrisburg Dedicates St. 


Mary's New Church At McShcrrystown. 


With imposing ceremonies the new St. 


Mary'H Catholic Church at McSherryatuwn 
was dedicated Sunday morning by Uight 
Kev. John W. Hhanahau, Bishop of the 
Hrrisburg Dioceae, assisted by members 
of tlie clergy from surrounding towns, ' 


Kev. Mm tin Steffy, of McSherrystown, 


was master of ceremonies, and the sermon 
was preached by Kev. Dr. Ftynn, of Mount 
St. Mary's College, 
Kmmitaburg, MO. 


The choir ol St. Patrick's Uatlioilc CLtm'h 
of York, assisted St. Mary's choir in a 
choice muejcal program. 


The new building is the laigcst in South- 


ern Pennsylvania, and wua erected ut a 
ooal of $oO,000. It is 78 by 103 feet in 
diinerifaious, with a tower 108 feet high. 
The auditorium, with a seating capacity 
of 1,200, is handsomely finished and con- 
tains many memorials.

The interior of the new church is un- 


usually handsome, tfour hundred elec- 
tric lights are arranged in arches over the 
altar and the whole length of the church, 
EO that they can be turned off and on in 
auctions, giving a grand effect an night, 
while the sunshine streaming through the 
many colored tints in the glass shed a soft 
light like that of some ancient cloister or 
old cathedral abbey. There are over GOO-

It haa sometimes 


eerned to me that, with ail the various 
uatitutious in tbe world, one more sorely 
icedcd is a school for the instruction of 
itinens and officeholders, where conscience 
hail be fostered and strengthened, and 
lie nobler idi-als and conceptions of citi- 
anship ehall prevail. It la a significant 
ommentary on public morals that the 
lame which ought to stand for all that ia 
best in political life has finally come to 
tand for much that is worst. 
However 


il-fittmg it may be, to be called a pohti- 
*ian is to be suspected as lacking a certain 
bne sense oi patriotism always associated 
n our uiinda with devotion to one'a coun- 
ry. 
Arid indeed at the veiy beat the pol- 


tician is the man who serves hia party 
and seeks hia reward from it ; the states- 
nan serves his country aud ia rewarded by 
eeing hia hie contribute to the sum of ha 
man happiness. 


It is a great mistake to charge all public 


men with being self-keeking, orwoieetb.au 
he average citizen. Oar public men are 
ueh as satisfy the majority. And the only 
way to get better puolic otDcera is to get 
better private citizens. The liquor dealers' 
association sees the wisdom of training 
>oys to become drinkers and it is a pity 
hat they have some pupils in our town. 
L'he churches endeavor to furnish ua with 
)roper ideaa of conduct and standards ol 
iction. And the States desires to build up 
a populace wise enough to guide itself. 
Co you and such as you all over the Com- 
iionwealtb will the fate of the future be 
committed. 


Let me vary briefly then give you some 


suggestions 


Be true to yourself.

has said : "To thine own self be true and 
t shall follow as the night the day.

canal not then be falee to any 
man." 


.Sever deny what you yourself know to be 
true to yourself and every man.

to become." The Hebrew psalmist put 
the same thought in other words when be 
said: "Thon deaireat truth in the in ware 
part and in the bidden part thon sbal' 
siake roe to know wisdom." At the close 
of one of Plato's dialogues is given a pray, 
er ol Socrates : "Beloved Pan, and all ye 
aOds who here abide, grant me to be beau 
tilul in the inner man aud all 1 have o 
outer things to be at peace with those 
within. May I count the wise man only 
rich. 
And may my store of gold be such 


as none but the good can bear." 


So from many sources, ancient and mod 


ern, comes this advice, "Be true to your 
self." 
Than, be true to the best you know out 


side of yourself. 
If duty, of conscience o 


worthy ambition call you to do something 
nobler and better than anything you bave 
yet known, obey the call. Each of you 
must say in spirit: 


Mau mil 1 grown, a man's work must T do. 


.Live pure, speak true, right wrong, follow th 
King, 
Else wherefore born ?" 


Yes, why should a man live at all unles 


to make bis fellowmen better and happier1 
Only as we respond to noble sentiment 
and bnild them into our characters do w 
deserve to have them. 
Only aa we try tc 


make our State the abiding place of goo( 
men and pure women do we deserve 
country. 


Jnat one thing more. The struggle fo 


a right order in life and in the State is ol 
ten baffled, sometimes temporarily defeat 
ed. Let us never confess def-.'at, but Ie 
ns be : 
"One equal temper of heroic hearts, 
Made weak bvtimeand fatc,hut strong in wll 
To strive, to seek, to and aud not to yield."

WHEAT POSSIBILITIES. 


HOW THE BELGIANS GET LARGE YIELDS. 


One Hundred and Sixty Bushels of Wheat 


Have Been Produced on Thai Much 


Land by Hard Labor. 


The possibilities ou an acre of ground 


have never been determined. There is a 
limit to the number of bushels of grain 
that can be growc upon an acre, but the 
majority of farmers do not even begin to 
approach the limit. The largest yields of 
wheat are obtained when tbe crop is cul- 
tivated with hoes. Such a proposition as 
cultivating wheat by using hoes would 
no doubt be received with ridicule by the 
American farmer, yet there are crops 
grown in that manner, and they pay. In 
this country a material advance was 
made when the grain drill superseded 
bioaclcast seeding, and the careful prepa- 
ration of the soil, so as to make a suita- 
ble seed-bed for wheat, opoued the eyes 
of runners, compared with methods in 
vogue half a century ago ; but there is 
still more room for improvement. The 
fact that land is cheap in this country 
enables farmers to devote more space to 
crops than is necessary, but the time will 
come when a dense population and a 
struggle for land will force farmers to 
concentrate their efforts on smaller 
areas. W hen this country reaches nearly 
500 persons to the square mile, a& in Bel- 
gium, the methods of growing all kinds 
of crops will be changed. And yet it is 
not necessary to wait for a dense popula- 
tion to derive the greatest possible yield 
from an acre of land. The American 
former cannot be induced to apply labor 
by hand if he can perform the service 
with horse power. He prefers to work a 
large field with the aid of the horse than 
to secure larger yields with the hoe. 


TEN ACKES IV 
ONE. 


It may appear incredible to the Ameri- 


can farmer to be informed that as many 
as 160 bushels of wheat per acre are 
grown in Belgium; yet such is the case. 
In fact, the country is so crowded that 
the Belgian farmer could not exist unless 
he was able to secure such yields. The 
farms consist of but few acres, often less 
than three or four acres, aud some of the 
farmers have only two acres, yet they 
prow winter wheat as a staple crop. The 
land is heavily manured in the fall, every 
pound of liquid aud solid manure bemg 
carefully saved for that purpose. The 
soil is then harrowed over and over again 
until the land is made as line as possible, 
the manure being spreiul on the stufa.ce 
of the plowed luud before harrowing. 
It may be mentioned, also, that the ma- 
nure is fine, as the bedding and every, 
thing entering into the manure heap is 
iirst made flue. Cement floors in the 
stables permit of saving all the liquids, 
aud the soapsuds aud other waste mater- 
ials are added to the manure. The grain 
is very carefully assorted, only the best 
and plumpest seeds used, and the seed is 
sown in a piepurad seed-bed in tha fall, 
in some location wlieie the plauts will 
not be injured by freezing or thawing, 
and where the plants cau, if necessary, 
be covered and protected. In the spring 
the land is again worked line and marked 
off for the plauts, which are transplanted 
by hand, in the rows, with a dibble, 
which makes a hole the proper depth, 
one plant to each hole, the work being 
done by boys and girls, the plants being 
one foot apart and the rows IS inches 
apart, though on the very small farms 
the plants are checked cue foot apart 
each way. 


T.A1IOK AND THE CROP. 


The crop of wheat is cultivated from 


the start. Not a weed or blade oC grass 
is allowed to grow, and it is seldom that 
the crop fails. But does it pay, and 
would not the labor be too costly in this 
county ? It may seem so, but iu this 
country 25 bushels make a satisfactory 
crop. If the same laud c>m he made to 
yield 100 bushels theio is a balance of 75 
bushels, worth i»5U, to p.ty for the labor. 
Or, suppose that 625 is allowed for fer- 
tilizer and $25 for labor, tho 25 bushels ot 
the original yield will Lie clear profit, 
while the laud will be much richer by the 
operation. But if the fanner will plant 
his wheat 18 inches apart in rows, and 
plant two setds iu each place, one foot 
apart, he can then work between the 
rows with a wheel hoe, and U he will 
chuck the rows one foot.each way he can 
straddle the wheat rows with a double 
wheel hoe. By this arrangement he can 
thin out the plants atttr he is certain of 
germination, leaving one plant in a place, 
and a boy can work the rows one way in 
a day, provided the land has beeu first 
made fine and put in the heat possible 
condition. Of course, such method dif- 
fers from that used iu Belgium, iu leav- 
ing the plants in the field iu winter, 
wheieas the Belgian farmer transplants 
them in spring aud harrows the laud iu 
the fall and spring. 
Even the trans- 


planting is but little more tedious than 
for ai-eet potatoes, but if the American 
farmer will test the cultivation of wheat 
on a small plot by planting ths seed by 
the check row system, J;e will find a 
great difference in the yield, and the 
crop will more than pay for the labor. 
Ue will be compelled to put his manure 
ou less land, will make his soil richer, 
fan use fertilizers to advantage, will get 
rid of weeds, and will find the experi- 
ment educational.—PAiJa. .Hrc-rd.

young plants come. The best way to de- 
stroy such weeds is to p^ur about one 
teaspoonful of sulphnric acid on the 
crown of each weed, ei no plant can 
stand the effects of the acid. 


A SMALL uito will hold a large amount 


of food. For fifteen head of cattle a silo 
10x10 feet will hold sufficient ensilage to 
supply them through a winter. 
The 


ailo should be strong, as there is consid- 
erable lateral pressure. June ia an ex- 
cellent time for growing ensilage, and it 
ia tbe cheapest food that can be produc- 
ed on a farm for live stock. 


THE ordinary due wire strainer does 


not remove all the impurities from milk. 
In addition to straining through wire 
milk should be also strained, through 
fonr thicknesses of butter cloth, which 
may be fastened to the wire strainer 
with a tin ring to slip over it.

then the soluble impurities will pass 
through with the milk. 


Tm; best time to cultivate ia after a 


rain, as then the soil is liable to bake or 
become hard oa the surface.

raking will prove beneficial, as the top 
soil is kept fine and loose and prevents 
the escapa of moisture from below. 
Weeds seldom appear if the rake is fre- 
quently used. 


THE spring rains areas taneflcial to 


weeds as to grass, and young weeds will 
easily get tbe start of some crops unless 
care IB used at the start. Keep the rows 
clean until the plants of the crop get a 
(food start sad the number of weeds will 
then be greatly reduced.
